REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amended Claim 1 by deleting "dialkyl ethers" from the Markush group. This overcomes 
the applied prior art to Yun etal. (US Patent Application 2003/0088135 A1) which 
discloses a boron trifluoride complex catalyst comprising tertiary alcohol and secondary 
alkylether. Additionally, the table on page 7 of the instant specification shows improved 
results when conducting the claimed polymerization process in the presence of the 
claimed catalyst having a co-complexing agent such as methanol, water, and 
isopropanol. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
